Andat this hourewe ſee, the Share and Coulter teare 
The full corne-bearing gleabe,where ſometimes forreſts werez 
Andthoſe bat Caitifesare, which moſt doe ſeeke our ſpoyle, 
Who hauing ſold our woods, doc laſtly fell our ſoyle; 
Tis vertue to ou place to theſe vngodly times, 
When as the foſtred ill proceeds from others crimes; 
Gainſt Lunatiks, and fooles, what wiſe {olke ſpend their force; 
For folly headlong falls,when it hath had the courſe: 
And when Gad-giues men vp, to wayes abhor'd and vile, 
Of vnderſtanding hee depriues them quite, the while 
They into errour runne, confounded in their finne, 
As {imple Fowles in lyme, or in the Fowlers gynne. 
And for thoſc pretrie Birds, that wont in vs to ſing, 
They ſhall at laſt forbeare to welcome inthe Spring, 
When wanting where to pearch, they ſit vpon the ground, 
And curſe them in their Notes,who firſt did woods confound.
